ISLAM 


The Gulf Crisis is of a very complex 
nature. A good deal of this complexity comes 
from the differences in cultures between Western 
nations and Arab Nations. Most Arabs follow 
the religion known as Islam. The word, islam, 
means submission to one true God, the same 
God worshipped in the Christian and Jewish 
faiths. One who submits to God is known 
as a Moslem. The Islamic religion is basically 
the same as Christian and Jewish religions, 
except Moslems believe that Muhammed was 
the final prophet. Islam is based on the 
five pillars of faith, 1) Molsems must believe 
"There is no god but God, and Muhammed is 
the messenger of God." 2) Prayer five times 
daily. 3) Almsgiving to benefit poor Moslems. 
4) Daytime fasting during the holy month of 
Ramadan. 5) Pilgrimage to Mecca (the site 
of Muhammed's early teaching). Basically, 
Islam is similar in nature to Christianity and 
Judeasm, so what is the cause of the tension 
between Arabs and Westerners? 

As a result of World War I, France and 
Great Britain controlled most of the Middle 
East. The League of Nations then proceeded 
to remap the Mid-East, having little regard 
for Arab customs, religions, and ethnic distribution. 
The years following were times when European 
oil companies had almost complete control over 
many Mid-East nations and took this opportunity 
to exploit this region. Eventually nationalism 
grew within these countries and they became 
soverign nations. All this foreign involvement 
fostered a sense of resentment within the 
Arab peoples. Since Moslems do not believe 
in separation of religion and government, 
an incredible amount of power is vested in 
a single person. Leaders, such as the Ayatollah, 
have since ingrained a hatred of Westerners 
in the Arab peoples. It is this hatred and 
resentment which further complicates the United 
States’ involvement in this Middle East crisis.

Director Nicholas Webster offers us a masterwork 
of plot craftsmanship. On distant Mars, green 
children have been monitoring Earth's television, and 
in this way they learn about the joys and presents 
spread by Santa Claus (John Call) to the children on 
Earth. This is disturbing to the green children, as on 
Mars they are trained to be adults in what is a 
genuinely chilling view of what society may someday be.

Earth children for the purpose of forcing the jolly old 
elf to make toys for Mars children. How does Santa 
escape? Rent this excellent film and see true art at 
work. 

The casting for this film was superb. From now 
on, whenever Santa Claus is mentioned, I will think 
of John Call. He's that good. This is clearly Call's 
most memorable role. Bill McCutcheon is hilarious as 
the wacky Martian, Dropo.

Several 
black-armband students have repeatedly been 
witnessed isolating, confronting, or even 
openly harrassing those students of a different 
opinion. 

Do you people realize what you're doing? 
If you are one of those who wear the black 
armband, stop and ask yourself this: what 
exactly are you standing up for?

The Story So Far... 


As the War in the Gulf escalates, Israel is 
becoming an increasingly important player in this 
conflict. To many, the history of Israel is unknown. 
What is known is that there is extreme hatred 
between many Arab nations and the democracy, Israel. 

These hostilities may be traced back to biblical] 
times. Israelis and Arabs each trace their ancestry 
back to Abraham's two sons, Isaac and Ishmael. The 
Jews claim relations to Isaac, who, according to the 
Bible, was promised by God to inherit Palestine, which 
is now called Israel. The Jews resided in this Holy 
Land until A.D. 135, when the Romans conquered this 
area and renamed it Palestine. This area was taken 
by Arab forces during the fifth century, and Arabs 
have resided there ever since. Throughout these changes 
in leadership, the Jews slowly began to immigrate to 
other portions of the world. The Jews were persecuted 
in many of these foreign lands. Because of this and the 
Jews' feeling of divine ripht, many decided to return 
to the homeland. 

In 1918, Great Britain gained control of 
Palestine, and Jews continued to emigrate to this 
country. The Jewish immigrants worked hard to bring 
fertility to the region, and by 1947 the Jews felt that 
they were a strong enough group to declare independence 
from Great Britain. On November 27, 1947, the United 
Nations agreed to end British control of Palestine,

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dividing the region into two sections: a portion for 

the Jewish nation and a portion for the Arabs. The Jews 
agreed to this, but the Arabs vowed retaliation because 
they felt all the land was due to them. The day after 
Israel gained independence, it was attacked by a multi- 
national Arab force. The Israeli forces held out, and 
the United Nations negotiated a treaty between the 
nations still refused to recognize Israel. 

During the 1950's, Egypt instigated raids on 
Israel and made it impossible for Israeli ships to 
use the Red Sea. In 1956, Israel, joined by France 
and Great Britain, attacked Fgypt. By the close of 
this conflict in 1967, Israel gained control of Egypt's 
Sinai Peninsula and Gaza Strip, Jordan's West Bank, 
and Syria's Golan Heights. 

Again, war erupted between Israel and Egypt during 
1973. Shortly thereafter, a treaty was reached returning 
the Sinai Peninsula to Egypt, and plans were made for 
independent governments to be established in the Gaza 
Strip, West Bank and Golan Heights. The Sinai Peninsula 
was returned to Egypt, but the plans for the other 
occupied territories fell through. Presently Israel 
still retains control over these three predominant ly 
Arabic territories, which are commonly referred to as 
the Palestinean problem.
